New Law 


revises 
ban on 
burning 


Gov. Dan Walker Tuesday 
announced his approval of a bill 
(HB 14) that will end an ar. 
bitrary ban on open burning but 
will permit the Pollution 
Control Board to regulate 
burning of vegetation when 
harmful to human, animal or 
plant life. 

Gov. Walker vetoed a. second 
bill (HB 43) on the same subject 
which would have precluded 
any state’ regulation of open 
burning. 


The new open burning law 
sponsored by State Rep. 
Pete Pappas (R. , Rock Island), 
takes effect Oct.1. * 

Gov. Walker said: 

“Open burning can cause 
health hazards in densely 
populated areas, particularly in 
combination with air that is 
already polluted. But a per- 
manent statewide prohibition in 
a state as large and diverse as 
Mlinois would be a mistake. 

“The flat-ban imposed under 
the previous administration 
was too broad. It applied to all 
communities over 2,500. 
Enforcing it provoked hostility 
which in turn provoked ‘an 
arrogance on the part of the 
enforcers. 


A ban on a leaf fire prac 
tically in the middie of nowhere 
made no sense. 

“Arbitrary rules and 
arrogant enforcement have no 
place in state government. 

“The’ bill I am signing will 
assure that open burning is 
forbidden only when it is going 
to cause health hazards or 
endanger the lives of people, 
animals or plants." 

Gov, Walker cited three chief 
reasons for vetoing HB. 43: 

1, Open burning in areas of 
high population density can be 
injurious to health and this dill 
would prohibit the Pollution 
Control Board from imposing 
any regulation on such burning, 

2. When an air pollution 

y occurs in areas of 
population density, the 


board must have the power to ° 


impose open burning controls to 
protect lives and health—as it 
has the ability to impose con- 
trols on industrial emissions in 
such emergencies. 

3. The bill would make Ilinois 
law inconsistent with the 
federal Clean Air Act of 1970 
and the implementation plan 
which Illinois has filed with the 
federal Environmental 
Protection Agency.

cut smog

The’ government. and the 
‘auto industry believe im- 
proved, cleaner-burning en- 
wines of antismog gadgets are 
the real answer to clearing 
the air of exhaust emissions, 
A variety of road signs 
points to a “Mr, Clean” en- 
wine as the ultimate solution, 
But so far there is no agree- 
ment among auto makers as 
to the best approach to the 
“immaculate” power plant of 
the future. 

The government, however, 
appears to have decided the 
turbine engine is the most ef- 
ficient among possible new 
developments and is proceed- 
ing along those lines, Chrysler 
agrees. 

The federal space agency 
nailed down the turbine ap- 
proach with the announce- 
ment that it will help the En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency develop the technolo- 
gy needed for a low-pollution 
automobile gas turbine en- 
xine, 

Roy P. Jackson, the Nation- 
al Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration’s associate ad~ 
ministrator for the Office of 
Aeronautics and Space Tech- 
nology, and Robert L. San« 
som, EPA’s assistant admin- 
istrator for air and water pro- 
wrams, signed an agreement 
for joint participation in a 
three-year automotive gas 
turbine technology program, 

Tt is aimed at demonstrat- 
ing a car powered by a gas 
turbine engine which meets or 
exceeds the 1976 federal emis~ 
sion standards, delivers good 
fuel economy and performs 
well. The fuel consumption 
and performance standards 
were vague. 

The gas turbine engine is 
one of several types of power 
plants being explored by EPA 
as an alternative to the con- 
ventional internal-combustion 
engine, 

Unlike the latter, in which 
combustion occurs in indi- 
vidual cylinders, the gas tur- 
bine engine uses a single 
chamber and combustion is 
continuous. 

Power in a yas turbine en- 
ine is yenerated when hot 
compressed gases from the 
combustor drive.a high-speed 
turbine. The power is trans- 
mitted through a set of gears 
to the transmission, 

NASA's Lewis Research 
Center in Cleveland, Ohio, 
will aid EPA’s alternative 
automotive power systems di- 
vision, Ann Arbor, Mich. 
Lewis was assigned to help 
manage the turbine program 
because of its experience in 
propulsion and power tech- 
nologies. The center's effort 
will be from its automotive 
power systems office and 
managed by Jack Heller. 

EPA contracts to be man- 
aged by Lewis total about $1.2 
million, They include al- 
ternate combustor studies, 
materials development, tur- 
bine blade production tech- 
niques, transmission i 
provement and controls de- 

& velopment.

College registrars suggest 
that the freshman-to-be spend 
plenty of time selecting a 
‘school, finding out what it has 
to offer beyond its curricula. 

If you have the time and re- 
sources, registrars suggest 
you visit several campuses 
before narrowing down the 
list to one. Once you have 
made a choice, the first few 
days of school can be made 
easier in a number of ways.

The Republicans, of course, 
are flooded by Watergate, but 
Mlinois Democrats have had 
their share of scandals, too, and 
both parties have been burt by 
factional feuding. 

Gov. Daniel Walker, who has 

angered about as many workers 
in his own Democrat party as he 
has Republicans, will attract 
most of the State Fair spotlight. 
But his own people are relieved 
that those train and busloads of 
Chicago wards groups which 
used to come down to march 
behind Mayor Daley in 
Democrat Day pageantry won't 
be here again this year.
